Again, it may be that some of the Latter-day Saints, who are in this coun- 
try, think it will be time enough for them to keep the “Word of Wisdom” 
when they gather up to the land of Zion, and that they will not trouble 
themselves with such matters now. This is a mild form of that delusive 
influence that prompts many to defer repentance until their dying day. 
It is a spirit of p tion that causes us to defer the performance of the 
duties and responsibilities of “to-day,” which is with us, to the “ to-morrow,’ 
which may never come. Deferred duties, like deferred debts, are continually 
growing greater and heavier by the accumulation of interest. The labora of 
the week may easily be performed if those of each day be attended to in their 
turn; but if they remain untouched until Saturday, Sunday will find them 
unfinished, It is as unreasonable to postpone the observance of the “ Word 
of Wisdom” to a future time, as it would be to defer being baptized for the 
remission of our sins when we have become convinesd of its benefit and 
necessity. 

Habit is 88 and some have become so mannii to the use of 1 
that are forbidden by the Word of Wisdom, that they may think it would 
kill them to leave them off. People, however, rarely die from this cause. 
As public journalists, we have never yet had to record that brother “so-and- 
so” died because he gave up drinking tea or discarded his pipe, or because he 
did anything that the.‘{ Word of Wisdom” requires to be done.

The adulterations also that enter into the composition of 
some of these forbidden articles are often more injurious than the stimulants 
themselves. This matter of adulteration derives additional ‘significance | and 
importance from the declaration of the Lord in the. Word of Wisdom“ itself, 
wherein He says: In consequence of evils and designs, Which’ do and will 
exist in the hearts of conspiring men in the last days, I have warned you, and 
forewarn you, by giving unto you this word of wisdom by revelation.” ’ How 
easily could wicked and designing men, by poisoning articles of consumption; 
such as tea and coffee, destroy the lives of many people who are addieted to 
their use, and we may depend upon it that the hatred of wicked men to 
the people of God will increase until they will scruple at no means to injure. 
or destroy them. There is a blessing connected with the Gospel which is one 
of the signs that follow true belie vers, that if they drink any deadly thing it 
shall not hurt them, but if that deadly thing shall be contained within stim- 
ulants, the use of which has been forbidden the Latter-day Saints, we scar 
think that they could claim immunity from the consequences: of ‘partaking

Sunday, the 16th of August, we held Con- 
ference, and here is the report of the newspaper: In a meeting of the Mor- 
mons, so-called Latter-day Saints, held in a hall of the ‘Atlas,’ on Sunday, 
August 16th, at Zwoll, there were about one hundred men, women and child- 
ren assembled. The meeting, which had its beginning at 10 o'clock in the 
morning and lasted until 7 o’clock iu the evening, was devoted to preaching, 
singing and praying. At 6 o'clock in the evening the Sacrament of the Lords 
Supper was administered, and after the meeting, there was a fraternal meal 
of bread und coffee.
